EXPLANATORY STATEMENT. 



Fines and Penalties Office, Dublin Castle, 

Si r> 16 July 1863. 

I beg to submit, for approval, with a view to presentation to Parliament, the accounts of 
fines and penalties for the year 1862 . The examination of the accounts for the year 1861 
not having been quite completed when Parliament rose last year, the accounts for that year 
also are herewith likewise submitted. 

In connexion with the above are also submitted abstracts of my own accounts as Regis- 
trar of Petty Sessions Courts, these accounts containing the expenditure for the purposes 
of the Fines Act 1851, and the Petty Sessions Clerks Act 1858. 

In treating of the accounts of fines and penalties for the year 1860, I hud occasion to 
observe, that the amount of such imposed for that year was smaller than it had ever been in 
my memory, and I proceeded to say, that “ from the year 1853 down to the year 1858, the 
amount imposed varied from 37,137/. to 39,974/.; in 1859, it fell to 35,775 1, and for the 
year 1860 it was 32,527 Z. I have now to state, that for the year 1861 the amount imposed 
was 31,361/., and for the year 1862 , 36,263/. In the same paper it was stated that, of the 
amount imposed in 1853, viz., 37,137/., the amount paid was 17,184/., and that from that 
time it gradually increased to 27,054/. In 1 859 it fell to 26,255 /., and in 1860 it was 24,233 Z. 
The present accounts show, for the year 1861, the amount paid 22,327/., and for the year 
1862 , 23,080/. Prior to the coming into operation of the Fines Act 1851, taking one year 
with another, of the amount imposed, about one-third was paid. In the first full year after 
that Act came into operation, the proportion paid to that imposed was nearly one-half, and 
in 1860 it was more than two-thirds. In 1861 it was more than two-thirds, and in 18.62 
nearly two-thirds. It will not, however, escape observation, that the fines not paid are other- 
wise accounted for, as by enduring imprisonment in default, remission, &c. 

In the report already referred to I had occasion to treat of what had long been a very 
great difficulty, the enforcement upon officers of courts of their duties in the duly tendering 
of accounts of fines, and I suggested the adoption of a course pf proceeding in these cases, 
which has since been carried into effect, and to the extent to which it applies, viz., (lie 
Petty Sessions Courts, 609 in number, with very great success. 

The defaults stated in the Abstract for 1860 were as follows, viz : 14 Petty Sessions, 
two Quarter Sessions, and one Metropolitan Police Court, from which no accounts had 
been obtained ; and 27 Petty Sessions Courts, and one Quarter Sessions Court, the 
accounts of which were deficient as to portions of the year. 

In 1861 the defaults are three Petty Sessions and one Quarter Sessions from which no 
accounts had been obtained, and seven Petty Sessions and one Quarter Sessions, the 
accounts of which were deficient as to portions of the year.. 

In 1862 the defaults were one Petty Sessions and four Quarter Sessions from which no 
accounts had been obtained, and seven Petty Sessions the accounts of which are deficient 
as io portions of the ye.tr. 

I have further to add that no Clerk of Petty Sessions continues to hold his post who is 
in default as to his accounts for the past year. 

Arrangements are in progress relative to defaults as to these accounts on the part of 
Clerks of the Crown and Clerks of the Peace, which, it is expected, will have the effect of 
ensuring the due rendering hereafter of the accounts of the fines at the Assizes and Quarter 
Sessions. 

It is also desirable, if found practicable, to improve the system of the accounts in regard 
to the Assizes, Quarter Sessions, and Superior Courts. In all accounts of fines, the first step 
is to procure satisfactory evidence as to what fines were imposed. They can be then 
traced out to the final result, viz., paid; or, if not, why not? Neither in England or 
Ireland, however, until a comparatively recent date, was there any foundation to go upon 
relative to the fines imposed, further than the declaration or affidavit of the officer of the 
Court. However, as regards the Petty Sessions Court in Ireland, there has been for some 
time established the practice of the Sub-Inspector of Constabulary comparing the clerks’ 
accounts of the fines imposed with the court books, in which the entries of the fines, signed 
by the justices, are contained, and certifying that they correspond. If some such check, l 
do not say exactly the same, were provided as regards the fines at the Superior Courts, 
Quarter Sessions, and Assizes, the whole would then be upon a satisfactory and uniform 
basis. It must be borne in mind, however, that the fines at the latter courts form a very. 

small

small proportion of the total of the fines throughout the countrv. It is the fines at Petty 
Sessions that constitute the great bulk, as will be *een by a reference to the accompanying 
accounts, where the fines at Petty Sessions for the year 1801 , were 28,573/., and at the 
.Assizes, Quarter Sessions, and Superior Courts, 1,263/. ; and where, for the year 1862, the 
Petty Sessions fines were 27,965/., and the fines at the Assizes, Quarter' Sessions, and 
Superior Courts, 4,152/. I have also to report that the law relative to the enforcement of 
fines at the Superior Courts, as also for the enforcement of forfeited recognizances, requires 
revision. The state of the law also as to fines upon jurors, and the accounting for same 
by the sheriffs before the Master of the Court of Exchequer, is defective and unsatisfactory. 

Since the Act 21 &, 22 Viet. c. 100 (Petty Sessions Clerks Act 1858), the fines at 
Petty Sessions have gone to the formation of a fund, whereout, in addition to the sale of 
stamps on the proceedings at Petty Sessions, the clerks are paid salaries. The expenditure 
for the purposes of the Fines Act 1851, being the cost incurred in the examination of the 
Accounts of Fines, and the supply of Forms of Account and Order Books to the several 
Petty Sessions Courts was, lor the year 1861, 1,538/. 17 s. 5cZ., and for the year 1862, 
1,353/. The expenditure under the Petty Sessions Clerks Act was, for the year l86l’ 
7,540 /. 19 s. 9 d., and for the year 1862, 8,954 /. 16 s. 9 </., the latter expenditure consisting 
of pensions to retired Clerks of Petty Sessions, the supplemental allowances to make up the 
salaries of Clerks of Petty Sessions over and above the money received by ihem from the 
sale of stamps, and the cost of working the Act. There is invested to the credit of that 
Act, over and above expenditure, 12,754.7. 12 s. 5 d., and to the credit of the Fines Act 
1851, in like manner 63,056 /. li s. 10 d., the dividend of both which sums are applied 
to the purposes of the respective Acts. 

Three copies of the accounts are herewith forwarded, one for each of the Houses of Par- 
liament, and one to remain of record in the Chief Secretary’s Office.
